The 
plants  of  this  group  of  Cotoneaster  are  particularly 
adaptable  for  use  in  rockery,  on  the  edge  of  low  shrub- 
beries or  on  slopes.  C.  Dielsiana,  divaricata  and  salici- 
folia  floccosa  are  of  more  shrub-like  growth,  with  long 
graceful  branches,  glossy  leaves  and  bright  red  berries.
